In  the  Intervening  time%ince 
I  arrived  in  America  two  facts 
have  become  increasingly  clear 
to  me  as  a  child  of  <5od.  The 
first  is  found  in  I  Thess.  5:18, 
"In  everything  give  thanks;  for 
this  is  the  will  of  (lod  in  Christ 
JesUs  concerning  you."  It  has 
not  been  easy  to  thank  the  Lord 
for  this  experience,  but  “in  ac¬ 
ceptance  lieth  peace.”  By  faith 
I  have  found  great  satisfaction 
in  thanking  Cod  for  this  trial. 
He  never  makes  a  mistake. 

Second  Fact 

The  second  fart  that  has  im¬ 
pressed  me  is  that  our  “fiery 
frtals”  are  important  in  that 
they  are  for  our  ultimate  good:

Southern  Baptist  Missionary 
To  Israel 

(Editor’s  Note;  The  follow¬ 
ing  story  was  written  by 
Missionary  Rowden  at  the 
request  of  John  Hurt,  Jr., 
editor  of  the  Christian  In¬ 
dex.) 

"My  young  friend,  you  have 
cancer,”  the  doctor  said.  “You 
must  leave  your  mission  work 
here  in  Israel  and  return  to  the 
States  immediately!”

As  sMond  term  missionaries 
we  had^agcrly  started  our  five 
years  of  service  in  Isr.tcl  again,' 
only  to  have  it  abruptly  stop¬ 
ped.  Through  this  experience  I 
have  been  brought  again  to  the 
realization  of  the  Scripture 
truth,  “My  ways  are  not  your 
ways,  saith  the  Lord.” 

On  Friday,  Sept.  20  of  this 
year,  we  locked  the  door  of  our 
apartment  on  Mt.  Carmel  in 
^  Haifa.  Israel.  We  drove  to  Lyd- 
da  Airport  and  there  boarded  a 
plane  for  America.  We  were 
keenly  aware  that  we  were  leav¬ 
ing  behind  us  a  land,  a  people, 
a  work,  and  a  missionary  group 
which  mearit  more  to  us  thafTswr 
could  express.  As  we  closed  the 
door  oh  our  earthly  po.ssossions 
we  could  not  help  but  wonder  if 
the  Lord  was  aI.so  closing  this 
door  of  mi.ssion  opportunity  to 
us.  We  had  no  promise  that  We 
should  ever  return 

Short  Stay 

It  had  been  only  two  months 
before  that  we  had  left  Atlanta 
to  return  to  Israel  for  our  Sec¬ 
ond  term  of  missionary  service. 
By  the  last  of  August  wb  were 
once  again  “home  folk”  in  Is¬ 
rael,  feeling  as  if  we  had  never 
been  away.  We  had  cleared  our 
freight  through  the  Haifa  port, 
resettled  In  our  Mt.  Carmel  a- 
partment,  registered  our  two 
daughters  In  the  local  Hebrew 
school,  and  had  gotten  well  in¬ 
to  the  work  again.  It  was  then 
that  I  began  to  be  bothered  by 
a  sensitive  and  swollen  lymph 
gland.  What  I  thought  to  be  sim¬ 
ple  and  routine  surgery  turned 
out  to  be  far  more  serious.  Five 
days  after  the  operation  the  doc¬ 
tor  told  me  we  should  return  as 
soon  as  possible-  to  the  United 
States. 

As  our  plane  winged  Its  way 
high  above  Greece,  Italy,  and 
France,  and  out  into' the  dark¬ 
ness  of  night  ^over  the  Atlantic 
ileean,  my  heart  was  heavy;  But 
there  was  also  a  peace  and  se¬ 
renity  that  only  God  could  give. 
What  a  solace  God’s  presence 
and  His  Holy  Word  were!  I 
knew  what  the  Psalmist  meant 
when  he  said,  "In  the  multitude 
of  my  thoughts  within  me  Thy 
comforts  delight  '  my  soul.” 
(Psalm  94:19),  and  “He  shall  not 
be  afraid  of  evil  tidings:  his 
heart  is  fixed,  'trusting  in  the 
Lord.”  (Pslam  112:7).

“It  is  difficult.”  ho  wrote,  “to  visualize  the  city  of  , 
Rome  under  the  Caesars.” 

“The  Eternal  City  was  filled  with  a  mob  of  men  who 
literally  had  nothing  to  do.  Pood  was  distributed  free;  and! 
the  conditions  of  the  climate  made  it  natural  for  the  mob 
to  spend  most  of  it.s  time  outdoors.  What  did  this  mob  de- 
man^  They  demanded  excitemeht.  Successful  officehold¬ 
ers  candidates  for  political  office  therefore  provided  1 
the  moh  with  athletic  and  theatrical  enterlainment.  | 

He  pointed  out  that.  “Instead  df  the  motto  being  “Ath¬ 
letics  for  .‘Ml."  the  people  took  their  athletics  vicariously. 
They  watched  hired  professional  athletes  entertain  them. 
And  as  the  demand  fur  excitement  increases  like  the  de¬ 
mand  for  drugs,  it  became  nefcessary  for  these  athletes  to 
kill  each  other,  for  prisoners  to  be  thrown, *to  wild  beasts, 
to  slake  the^pviblic  thirst  for  blixxl. 

“In  the  theater,  realism  was  carried  to  an  extreme  that 
makes  our  most  naturalistic  plays  seem  prudish.  The  actors 
were  actually  crucified,  the  murders  were  real,  the  torture 
was  not  imaginary,  and  the  plays  of  sensuality  had  better 
be  left  to  the  modern  readers’  imagination. 

“Men  and  women  liKikcd  at  these  scenes  in  the  arena 
and  on  the  stage,  and  told  each  other  afterward  that  they 
had  got  a  real  "kick”  out  of  it.

'  malt'd  by  Dr.  Phelps? 

Is  his  not  the  voice  of  a  prophet  reminding  us  “The

Communism's  Challenge 

In  his  report  to  the  Foreign 
Mission  Board  at  its  November 
meeting.  Dr.  Baker  James  Cau- 
then,  executive  secretary,  point¬ 
ed  out  the  challenge  to  South¬ 
ern  Baptists  of  another  meeting 
being  held  the  same  day  (No¬ 
vember  7)  in  Russia  to  commem¬ 
orate  the  40th  anniversary  of 
the  Communist  revolution  in 
that  country. 

“The  free  world  has  in  recent 
weeks  been  awakened  sharply 
by  the  evidences  of  remarkable 
scientific  progress  within  Rus¬ 
sia,"  he  said.  “The  significance 
of  these^  achievements  is  being 
felt  profoundly  as  it  is  recog¬ 
nized  that  the  future  of  the 
countries  within  the  Communist 
bloc  will  experience  accelerated 
industrial  development  .  .  .  We 
must  regard  the  future  as  prom¬ 
ising  a  much  more  intensified 
appeal  by  the  advocates  of  Com- 
I  munism  for  contrciof  the  minda 
I  of  men  and  thetf  political  loy¬ 
alties. 

“It  Is  realistic,  therefore,  to 
recognize  on  this  day  a  fresh 
summons  to  a  Christian  world 
task.  There  must  come  from  the 
areas  which  represent  bases  for 
Christian  witnc.ss  a  fresh  thrust 
on  a  world  scale.  This  must  In¬ 
volve  a  vigorous  testimony  at 
the  home  base  so  as  to  reinforce 
all  efforts  abroad  in  the  name 
of  Christ

"That  I  May  Know  Christ"  Was  One 
Of  Driving  Factors  In  Life  Of  Paul 


For  December  8.

T  H  A  T  I  MAY  KNOW 
CHRIST.  Bible  Texts:  Philip 
pians  3:4:18. 

Here  we  have  Pau'  a  prisoner 
in  Rome.  No,  he  was  not  in¬ 
carcerated  in  a  dungeon;  he  liv¬ 
ed  in  a  house  rented,  it  is 
thought,  by  his  friends  for  his 
convenience,  and  in  which  he 
lived  under  guards.  ‘’Oh,’  you 
say,  “This  was  not  rdSlly  being 
in  prison."  But  you  are  wrong; 
this  was  restrictive  of  Paul's 
liberty  as  you  would  account  it 
of  yourg  were  you  in  his  case. 

.-\nd  yet,  out  of  the  restricted 
circumstances  which  surround¬ 
ed  Paul  in  this  hired  house,  he 
under  God,  turned  this  hired 
house  into  a  dynamic  spiritual 
center  from  which  the  pulses 
of  divine  truth  throbbed  far  be¬ 
yond  the  periphery  of  the  Ro: 
man  Empire  and  through  ages 
unending. 

I.  WORTHY  THINGS  OF  NO 

WORTH.  This  morning  a  busi- 


our  ohly  righteousness,  and  we 
gain  Him,  we  attain  Him  so 
that  He  becomes  ours  and  we 
become  His  through  the  one 
avenue  of  faith.  So  our  perfect 
righteousness  is  that,  “Which  is 
of  God  by  faith.” 

I'aul  believed  that  his  faith 
of  which  he  spoke  was  a  fiving 
thing,  an  enduring  bund,  a  vital 
inter-Cotnmunion  of  life,  a  re¬ 
ception  into  his  heai-t  by  the  be¬ 
liever  of  Christ-  as  Savior,  the 
yielding  of  the  believer  to 
Christ  as  Lord.  This  union  Is 
complete,  this  salvation  is  com¬ 
plete  this  yielding  is  emnplete 
when  the  race  is  finally  run  and 
the  victory  over  all  opposition 
is  won. 

III.  THE  GRIM  STRUGGLE 
ENDS  ONLY  AT  DEATH. 
Sometimes  I  have  thought  “Of 
such  a  one  as  Paul  the  aged,” 
climbing  in  the  dim  light  the 
height  that  slopes  through  dark¬ 
ness  up  to  God.  He  is  out  and 
up  there  somewhere  when  a 
voice  from  someone  at  the  foot 
ot  the  slope  calls  to  him.  “Oh, 
Paul!  Have  you  reached  the 
crest  of  the  hill?” 

And  down  from  the  dark 
.slope  rings  the  vibrant  answer, 
“Not  yet  at  the  top,  but  I’m 
still  climbing.” 

And  time  passes  and  the 
winds  bellow  and  the  icy  rain¬ 
drops  fall  and  the  chill  of  the 
storm  smites  like  Roman  scour¬ 
ges,  and  again  the  voice  calls, 
"Oh,  Paul!  Is  the  last  yard  of 
the  climb  below  you?  and  are 


you  atop  at  last?” 

Again  the  answer,  aquiver  of 
the  cold  night  air,  but  calm 
and  cheery  still,  “Not  yet  at  the 
top.  but  full  of  knowledge  that 
I  shall  attain.  I’m  still  climb¬ 
ing.” 

And  so  the  story  goes  as  long 
as  the  climber  is  commanded  to 
press  his  ascension,  and  until 
the  Master  of  ail  the  climbers 
shall  bend  low  ^and  say,  "U  la 
enough!  Comer  higher  in  my 
strength.”  And  it  may  be  that 
the  headsman's-  sword  shall 
qualify  the  climber  for  the  last 
step  in  his  upward  going,  but' 
thst  matters  little,  so  the  up¬ 
ward  climb  is  at  last  complete. 

IV.  THE  ENDURING  CON- 
SOLATION.  I  apologize  fer  the 
-use  of  the  word  consolation.  It 
is  a  bit  effeminate,  1  fear.  What 
1  want  to  express  is  the  idea  of 
that  which  imparts  the  courage 
that  never  dies.  Listen!  Our 
citizenship  is  in  heaven,  whence 
we  look  for  our  Savior,  the  Lord 
Jesus  Christ.”

Plane  Crash  In  Brazil 
Kills  Young  Missionary 


Re».  John  S.  Oliver,  34,  SouthAn  Baptist  missionary,  died  in 
a  plane  crash  Saturday,  November  30,  near  Teresina,  in  the  state 
of  Piaul,  Brazil,  according  to  information  which  the  Southern 
Baptist  Foreign  Mission  Board  has  received  by  cable  from  other 
missionaries  serving  in  that  area. 

The  cable  gave  no  details;  butwthe  Board  presumes  Mr.  Oliver 
was  piloting  its  light  plane,  a  gift  of  the  Holloway  Street  Baptist 
Church,  Durham,  N.  C.,  which  he  had  been  using  in  field  work 
in  north  Piaui. 

Appointed  for  mission  service  in  1950,  Mr.  Oliver  spent  a  year 
in  language  study  in  Campinas,  Brazil,  and  directed  a  Baptist 
primary  school  in  Teresina,  before  taking  up  the  work  of  field 
evangelism. 

lie  received  his  pilot's  training  while  serving  in  the  U  S.  Air 
Force.  An  ordained  minister,  he  served  pastorates  in  Oklahoma 
before  becoming  a  misssionary. 

A  native  of  Moore  County',  North  Carolina,  he  received  the
